Este  establecimiento  esta  bajo  la  direccion  de  los  Padres  de  la  Compania 
de  Jesus,  y  abierto  a  todos  los  que  quieren  aprovecharse  de  sus  ventajas. 
Esta  situado  en  el  hermoso  valle  de  Santa  Clara,  tan  celebrado  porlabenig- 
nldad  y  salubridad  de  su  clima,  y  dista  de  San  Jose  unas  tres  millas. 

Este  Colegio  fue  fundado  en  1851,  y  en  el  1855,  a  los  28  de  Abril,  fue 
declarado  Universidad,  cou  la  autoridad  de  conferir  los  Grados  y  honores 
academicos,  y  de  ejercitar  todos  los  derechos  y  privilegios  comunes  a  todas 
las  instituciones  literarias  de  los  Estados  Unidos. 

A  mas  de  un  numero  completo  de  Profesores,  esta  Institucion  presenta 
considerables  ventajas  para  el  desarrollo  de  las  facultades  mentales,  fisicas 
y  morales  de  los  Jovenes.  Tiene  un  completo  aparato  filosdfico,  con  todos 
los  instrumentos  necesarios  para  los  experimentos  de  Mecanica,  Uidraulica, 
Pneumatica,  Calorico,  Electricidad,  Galvanismo,  Magnetismo,  Optica,  Acus- 
tica  y  Agrimensura.  La  maquina  electrica  con  un  disco  de  tres  pies  y  seis 
pulgadas  de  diametro  puede  en  pocos  minutos  cargar  una  bateria  de  diez  y 
ocho  botellas  de  Leyden,  de  un  galon  cada  una.  El  sextante  es  el  mismo  que 
usaba  en  sus  expediciones  Dumont  Dorville,  Almirante  de  Francia. 

Hay  en  este  establecimiento  un  laboratorio  quimico,  con  mas  de  quinientas 
preparaciones  quimicas,  con  todo  lo  necesario  para  las  manipulaciones  y  ana- 
lisis  mas  complicadas. 

Hay  un  aparato  completo  de  Fotografia,  un  extenso  gabinete  de  Mineralo- 
gia,  con  una  coleccion  de  mas  de  quinientas  muestras  bien  clasificadas  y 
rotuladas,  consistiendo  el  mayor  numero  de  ellas  de  minerales  de  lejanas 
tierras  :  hay  mas  de  tres  mil  muestras  de  conchas  y  otras  curiosidades.  natu- 
rales.

Para  adelantar  en  el  arte  oratoria,  y  discutir  asuntos  sobre  el  derecho  na¬ 
tural,  y  los  deberes  morales,  &c.,  los  Jovenes  mas  aprovechados  han  formado 
sociedades  literarias  con  una  escogida  biblioteca,  que  pueden  consultar  en 
las  horas  de  descanso. 

Las  horas  del  dia  estau  de  tal  manera  distribuidas  entre  el  estudio  y  el  re- 
creo  que,  dando  suficiente  tiempo  a  cada  uno,  no  puedan  perjudicar  a  la 
salud  y  al  adelantamiento  de  los  Jovenes. 

Para  excitar  una  laudable  emulacion  entre  los  Jbvenes,  todos  los  meses  se 
dan  en  publico  distintivos  de  honor  a  los  mas  dignos.  Al  fin  del  aiio  se  dis- 
tribuyen  a  los  sobresalientes  en  sus  respectivas  clases  medallas  expresa- 
mente  acuiiadas  y  premios  de  bastante  valor. 

Hay  un  patio  arbolado,  largo  cuatrocientos  veinte  y  cinco  pies,  y  ancho 
cuatrocientos  para  recreo  :  hay  un  gimnasio  muy  espacioso  para  la  gimnas- 
tica,  y  un  estanque  de  ladrillos,  muy  seguro  y  comodo,  largo  ciento  y  seseu- 
ta  pies,  y  ancho  ciento  y  veinte,  que  recibe  el  agua  de  un  pozo  artesiano :  en 
este  estanque  los  Jovenes  toman  sus  banos  en  verano,  y  en  invierno  los  toman 
calientes  en  los  banos  particulars  del  Colegio.  Se  tiene  mucho  cuidado 
para  que  las  salas  de  estudio,  las  clases  y  el  dormitorio  sean  siempre  venti- 
ladas. 

Para  los  enfermos  hay  una  enfermeria  provista  de  todo  lo  necesario,  con 
una  botica  con  medicinas  que  se  hacen  venir  todos  los  anos  de  las  botiCas 
mejores  de  Francia  :  todos  los  dias  un  muy  docto  y  sabio  Medico  visita  el 
Colegio,  y  un  muy  habil  enfermero  atiende  constantemente  4  los  enfermos. 

Pero  el  deber  mas  sagrado  de  los  Padres,  y  que  tienen  siempre  delante  de 
sus  ojos,  e&  el  perfeccionar  el  corazon,  formary  mantener  las  buenas  costum- 
bres,  y  prevenir  las  malas,  y  ejercer  no  menos  sobre  la  moralidad  de  los  Jo¬ 
venes  una  cura  verdaderamente  paterna,  que  sobre  el  desarrollo  intelectual  y 
fisico  de  los  mismos. 

Para  obtener  con  mas  facilidad  este  objeto,  los  Padres  esperan  de  poder 
cuanto  antes  cumplir  con  lo  que  tanto  desearon,  es  decir,  separar  los  Jove¬ 
nes  pequenos  de  los  grandes.  Para  esto  est4n  ahora  construyendo  una  casa 
de  tres  pisos,  larga  ciento  y  diez  pies,  y  ancha  setenta,  para  los  ninos  de  me- 
nor  edad. 

Todas  estas  ventajas  y  mejoras,  juntas  con  las  que  quieren  aun  hacer,  pon- 
dr4n  este  Colegio  al  nivel  de  los  mejores  establecimientos  de  educacion  de  la 
Union  Americana.

El  clasico  incluye  el  curso  completo  de  estudios  infra-descrito. 

El  cientifico  comprende  lo  mismo,  excepto  el  Latin  v  el  Griego.  A  estos  se 

sustituye  el  curso  comercial,  para  comodidad  de  los  que  se  limitan  a  los  ra- 

mos  comunes  de  una  educacion  comercial.  Este  curso  abraza  la  Caligrafia,

la  Aritmetica,  la  Teneduria  de  Libros,  el  Algebra,  la  Geometria  linear  y  lia¬ 
na,  la  Gramatica  inglesa,  el  estilo  epistolar,  la  Retorica,  la  Lengua  espanola 
y  francesa,  y  los  Comentarios  sobre  la  Constitucion  de  los  Estados  Unidos, 
y  los  principios  generales  de  la  Jurisprudencia  civil. 

Hay  a  mas  de  esto  una  escuela  preparatoria,  en  la  cual  se  ensena  a  dele- 
trear,  leer  y  escribir,  con  los  principios  de  Aritmetica,  Historia  y  Geografia.

Hacia  el  fin  de  Enero  y  de  Junio  hay  un  examen  privado  de  todas  las  clases, 
h  mas  del  publico  al  cerrarse  el  ano  escolastico.  En  todo  tiempo  del  ano,  y 
principalmente  en  el  examen  privado,  se  promueven  a  la  clase  superior  los 
que  se  hallan  capaces.

Cuando  algun  Joven  se  presenta  para  ser  admitido  en  el  Colegio,  el  Pre¬ 
fects  de  estudios  lo  examina,  y  lo  destina  a  la  clase  que  corresponde  a  su 
capacidad,  y  asi  el  sigue  regularmente  el  curso  clasico,  6  comercial. 

No  se  admiten  sino  los  que  tienen  un  buen  caracter  moral. 

Nadie  puede  admitirse  como  interno  en  el  Colegio  por  menor  tiempo  de 
media  sesion. 

Como  los  que  componen  el  Colegio  profesan  la  religion  Catolica,  asi  los 
ejercicios  de  Religion  son  catolicos;  esto  no  obstante  se  admiten  en  el  Colegio 
Jovenes  de  cualquier  otra  denominacion,  con  tal  que  quieran  por  amor  del 
6rden  y  de  la  uniformidad  asistir  con  propiedad  al  servicio  Divino  del 
establecimiento. 

No  se  permite  a  los  Jovenes  dejar  el  Colegio  para  hacer  visitas  largas, 
excepto  en  las  grandes  vacaciones,  y  desde  el  veinte  y  tres  de  Diciembre  hasta 
el  dos  de  Enero,  si  lo  desean  los  padres  6  los  tutores  de  los  Jovenes. 

A  nadie  se  permite  dejar  los  recintos  del  Colegio  sin  ser  acompanado  por 
un  Prefecto,  si  el  Presidente  no  juzga  diferentemente. 

No  se  permiten  otros  libros  a  los  Jovenes  sino  los  aprobados  por  el 
Presidente. 

Toda  carta  que  no  sea  de  los  parientes  esta  sujeta  4  la  inspeccion  del 
Presidente. 

El  uso  del  tabaco  es  positivamente  prohibido. 

Los  Jovenes  estan  en  todo  tiempo  bajo  la  vigilancia  de  los  Prefectos. 

Toda  falta  a  las  reglas  del  Colegio  se  castiga  con  dulzura,  pero  con  eficacia: 
y  si  alguno  se  hallase  incorregible  6  inmoral,  no  obstante  los  esfuerzos  para 
corregirlo,  se  despedira,  y  se  mandara  a  sus  padres,  o  a  sus  tutores. 

Todos  los  Jueves  del  ano  son  dias  de  recreacion  general. 

El  primer  Miercoles  de  cada  mes  se  publican  las  dignidades  obtenidas  en 
cada  clase  y  se  dan  distintivos  de  honor  a  los  que  en  su  clase  ban  sido  los 
sobresalientes,  y  tarjetas  impresas  a  los  que  se  ban  distinguido  durante  el 
mes  en  diligencia  y  buena  conducta. 

El  primer  Jueves  de  cada  mes  se  permite  a  los  Jovenes,  que  tienen  sus 
padres  en  las  cercanias  del  Colegio  de  visitarlos  ;  pero  deben  regresar  al 
Colegio  antes  de  anochecer. 

Cada  tres  meses  se  envia  a  los  respectivos  padres  o  tutores  una  carta  con 
los  informes  de  la  salud,  conducta  y  adelantamiento  de  los  Jovenes. 

N.  B. —  Los  padres  o  tutores  que  quieren  confiar  sus  Jovenes  a  este  Cole¬ 
gio,  tendran  la  bondad  de  enviarlos  desde  el  principio  del  curso,  porque  toda 
dilacion  es  causa  de  atraso  en  el  estudio,  y  de  grandes  inconveniencias  para 
los  Profesores  ;  y  si  en  el  curso  del  ano  quieren  que  los  Jovenes  regresen  a 
sus  casas,  haran  el  favor  de  avisar  por  carta  con  anticipacion  al  Presidente.

Los  que  se  admiten  en  este  Colegio  deben  llevar  consigo  dos  pares  de  s4- 
banas,  dos  fundas  de  almokada,  dos  mantas,  una  sobrecama  blanca,  tres  ves- 
tidos  segun  la  estacion,  un  suficiente  numero  de  camisas,  de  calzoncillos,  de 
paiiuelos,  de  medias  v  zapatos,  algunas  servilletas  y  toallas,  una  jofaina,  los 
peines  y  cepillos,  y  otros  articulos  indispensables. 

Todos  los  vestidos  estan  bajo  la  custodia  de  uu  guardaropa,  cuyo  oficio  es 
tenerlos  siempre  en  buen  orden. 

Como  no  se  permite  4  losJovenes  que  tengan  dinero,  asi  todo  bolsillo  par¬ 
ticular  debe  ser  depositado  en  manos  del  Tesorero.  Se  desea  que  no  se  per- 
mita  a  los  Jdvenes  gastar  mas  de  veinticinco  centavos  4  la  semana. 

El  Colegio  no  adelanta  dinero  alguno  ni  para  los  vestidos,  ni  para  los  libros, 
u  otra  cosa  necesaria  4  los  Jovenes.  Para  semejantes  gastos  debe  cada  cual 
depositar  en  manos  del  Tesorero  el  dinero  necesario. 

Cuando  se  acaba  la  sesion  si  los  padres  6  tutores  quieren  que  sus  Jdvenes 
regresen  4  sus  casas,  deben  con  tiempo  avisar  al  P.  Presidente,  arreglar  to- 
das  las  cuentas,  y  mandar  el  dinero  para  el  viage.

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This  Establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  cel¬ 
ebrated  for  the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three 
miles  distant  from  San  Jose. 

The  College  was  founded  in  1851.  *  On  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  it  was 
incorporated,  and  empowered  to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors, 
and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  common  to  any  other  literary 
Institution  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  a  full  staff  of  Professors,  this  Institution  presents  considerable 
advantages  for  the  mental,  physical,  and  moral  training  of  the  students. 
It  possesses  a  complete  Philosophical  Apparatus,  with  all  the  necessary 
instruments  for  experiments  in  Mechanics,  Hydraulics,  Pneumatics,  Ca¬ 
loric,  Electricity,  Galvanism,  Magnetism,  Optics,  Acoustics,  and  Survey¬ 
ing.  The  electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches 
in  diameter,  is  capable  of  charging  in  a  few  minutes  the  large  battery  of 
eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon  each.  The  sextant  is  the  same  which 
was  used  b}7-  the  late  Admiral  of  France,  Dumont  Dorville,  in  his  expedi¬ 
tions. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  provided  with  over  five  hundred  pure  che¬ 
micals,  and  with  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  most  complicated  manipula¬ 
tions  or  analysis. 

It  has,  besides  a  complete  Photographic  Apparatus,  an  extensive  Min- 
eralogical  Cabinet,  with  a  collection  of  more  than  one  thousand  five  hun¬ 
dred  specimens  well  classified  and  labeled  ;  the  greatest  number  of  them 
consisting  of  minerals  from  distant  countries.  Also,  three  thousand  spe¬ 
cimens  of  conchology,  and  other  natural  curiosities.

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  several  of 
our  friends,  who  have  favored  us  with  a  variety  of  valuable  and  interest¬ 
ing  specimens  of  silver  and  copper  ores,  fossils,  etc. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  themselves  in  public  speaking,  and  for 
the  discussion  of  subjects  relating  to  the  laws  of  nature,  Ethics,  etc.,  the 
more  advanced  students  have  formed  Literary  Societies,  provided  with  a 
well  selected  library,  to  which  they  have  access  during  leisure  hours. 

The  several  hours  of  the  day  are  moreover  so  judiciously  distributed 
between  the  private  study,  recitation  and  recreation,  that  while  to  each  a 
sufficient  time  is  allotted,  none  interferes  with  the  health  or  advancement 
of  the  students. 

To  excite  a  laudable  emulation,  badges  of  distinction  are  conferred 
monthly  on  the  most  worthy.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  silver  medals,  j 
struck  for  the  purpose,  and  valuable  premiums,  are  distributed  to  those 
who  have  most  distinguished  themselves  in  their  several  classes. 

Besides  an  extensive  playground  and  a  large  gymnasium,  the  students 
have  a  safe  and  commodious  artificial  bathing  pond,  one  hundred  and  j 
sixty  feet  long,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  wide,  surrounded  by  a  ce¬ 
ment  brick  wall,  and  supplied  with  water  by  an  artesian  well.  To  this 
pond  they  repair  in  summer;  in  Avinter  they  have  access  to  warm  baths 
in  the  College.  Strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  study 
halls,  recitation  rooms,  and  dormitory. 

For  the  sick  there  is  a  neatly  furnished  Infirmary,  with  an  apothecary 
shop  attached ;  and  besides  the  daily  visit  of  an  able  Physician,  an  expe¬ 
rienced  Infirmarian  is  constantly  in  attendance. 

But  to  cultivate  the  heart,  to  form  and  cherish  good  habits,  to  pre¬ 
vent  evil  ones,  in  fine  to  exercise  a  truly  parental  care  over  the  morals  of 
the  pupils,  no  less  than  their  intellectual  and  physical  development,  are 
paramount  duties  kept  constantly  and  sacredly  in  Anew  by  the  Fathers. 

In  order  the  better  to  attain  this  great  object,  the  Fathers  hope  soon  to 
accomplish  Avhat  they  have  always  had  in  vieAV,  namely,  the  separation  of 


erecting  a  three-story  building,  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  front  by  seventy 
deep,  principally  for  the  accommodation  of  the  younger  students. 

All  the  above  advantages  and  improvements,  together  with  others  which 
are  in  contemplation,  Avill  soon  place  this  College  on  a  level  with  the  best 
educational  establishments  in  the  Union. 


COURSE  OF  STUDIES. 
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Bptcra  of  instruction. 


The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  and  distinct  courses,  the 
Classical  and  the  Scientifical. 

The  classical  includes  the  full  course  of  studies  as  laid  down  below. 

The  scientifical  comprises  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  Latin  and 
Greek.  To  these  is  added  a  Commercial  course,  for  the  convenience  of 
those  who  prefer  limiting  themselves  to  the  common  branches  of  a  busi¬ 
ness  education.  This  course  embraces  Penmanship,  Arithmetic  in  full, 
Book-Keeping,  Algebra,  Linear  and  Plane  Geometry,  English  Grammar, 
Epistolary  style,  Rhetoric,  Spanish  and  French  Languages,  Commenta¬ 
ries  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  outline  of  the  Civil  Juris¬ 
prudence  of  the  United  States. 

There  is,  besides,  a  Preparatory  Department,  in  which  Spelling,  Read¬ 
ing,  Writing,  and  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  History,  and  Geography, 
are  taught.

The  Scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  at  about  the 
end  of  August  and  closes  about  the  end  of  June,  with  a  literary  exhibi¬ 
tion,  the  conferring  of  degrees  and  the  distribution  of  premiums.  To- 
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wards  the  end  of  -January  and  June  there  is  a  private  examination  of 
all  the  classes,  besides  the  public  exhibition  at  the  close  of  the  academic 
year.  At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor 
examinations,  if  any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class, 
he  will  be  promoted. 


(Snicntl  filiations. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is 
examined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he 
may  be  adapted.  He  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  clas¬ 
sical  or  scientifical  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than 
half  a  session. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exerci¬ 
ses  of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  any  religious 
denomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present,  with  propriety,  at  divine  worship  in  the 
Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any 
length,  except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-tjiird  of  Decem¬ 
ber  to  the  second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guar¬ 
dians. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  Tutor  or  Prefect,  unless  the  President  deem  otherwise. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as 
have  been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters,  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  positively  prohibited. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prefects 
or  Tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed 
in  a  mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory,  or 
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immoral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his 
parents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  recreation  day. 

On  the  Wednesday  previous  to  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the 
places  obtained  in  the  several  classes  are  proclaimed  ;  badges  of  honor 
are  conferred  upon  the  most  deserving  in  each  class,  and  printed  certifi¬ 
cates  given  to  those  who  have  most  distinguished  themselves,  during  the 
month,  by  their  diligence  and  good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students,  whose  parents 
live  in  the  vicinity  of  the  College,  are  allowed  to  visit  them  ;  but  they 
must  return  before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents 
or  guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of 
their  sons  or  wards. 

N.  B. — Those  parents  or  guardians,  that  wish  to  send  their  children  or 
wards  to  this  Institution,  are  most  earnestly  recommended  to  do  it  as 
early  as  possible  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  ;  and  whenever 
they  wish  to  have  their  children  or  wards  sent  home,  especially  if  it  be 
in  the  course  of  the  session,  they  are  kindly  requested  to  inform  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  College,  by  a  letter  directed  to  him. 


Special  Directions. 


On  entering  the  Institution,  the  student  must  be  provided  with  two 
pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow  cases,  a  white  counterpane,  three  suits  of 
clothes  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts,  drawers, 
handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe  ;  napkins, 
towels,  combs,  brushes,  and  other  indispensable  articles. 

All  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  be  under  the  charge  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  The 
mending  of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done  in  the  Institution  at  reasona¬ 
ble  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody, 
the  pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish 
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of  the  Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed 
to  any  student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are 
made  by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient 
sum  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have 
their  children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice,  settle 
all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.
